County-Making Again. 

An attempt has recently been made in 
the Legislature to lurtn a new County out 
of portions uf San Joaquin anil Calaveras 
counties, against the v. ill, it is saM.af a 
majority of the inhabitants of the ariovc 
places, who have remonstrated against it. 
The facility with which old comities can 
be cut to pieces, and new one.- manufac¬ 
tured, without the knowledge of a majority 
of those who are interested, is a piece of 
legerdemain, which if it were thoroughly 
exposed, xve think would prove as inter¬ 
esting and instructive as the false-bottom¬ 
ed ballot boxes of Vigilance memory. 

These schemes are generally concocted 
by some aspiring young , or broken down 
old politicians—who, too lazy to work, 
too cowardly to rob, and not smart enough 
to steal, are overanxious for the multipli¬ 
cation of counties, in order to create new 
otliees that they are making arrangements 
to fill—hoping thereby to sponge their 
bread and butter olf the dear people. 

Their plans are generally laid in some 
dark corner, hole, or groc* ry, out of the 
way of the prying gaze* of the world, and 
at the dead hour of midnight when honest 
men sleep. They are so skilfully and 
artfully laid, that c itizens not in the se¬ 
cret have been known to go to sleep in an 
old county, and wake up the next morn¬ 
ing and iiml themselves, contrary to their 
will, knowledge or consent, the citizens 
of a “bran new” one. People however 
are gradually waking to a knowledge of 
the fact that not only office holder s, but 
office seehrs will hear watching. We 
hope the day for springing deadfalls and 
man-traps of this kind, will soon pass 
away. 

gST Water, enough for mining purpo 
ses, has again become scarce. Sufficient 
showers, however, have fallen the past 
week to continue vegetation in rapid 
growth. Grains and grass look uncom¬ 
monly well for the season, and the pros¬ 
pects for agricultural produce were never 
better. 

Though the earth may yield to the re¬ 
ward of the farmer, ten fold, and yet his 
pecuniary benefits be small, for upon the 
prosperity of another interest, that of 
mining, not only tin* farming interest is 
dependent, but all other business, wlicth- 
mcchanival, mercantile, or professional. 

The agricultural product may be in¬ 
creased infinitely, as the county lias the 
capacity for it, but in order for it to be 
remunerative, it should not increase be¬ 
yond the demand, which is limited almost 
entirely to this State. Fanners have, in 
this section of country, done well the 
past year, realizing good prices, but 
the present year the agricultural product 
will be much larger, while the demand 
cannot be much increased. A home mar¬ 
ket is the profitable one for the farmer.— 
Its creation and enlargement is of vital 
importance to producers of that which 
non-producing classes, such as before 
mentioned—the mercantile*, mechanical 
and the professional—consume. The 
market of fanners here, is the demand of 
miners, to a very great extent; for inclu¬ 
ded indirectly in that demand, is that of 
other olnsss. xvlio wait upon, and are to 
some extent, ncivss&ry to n producing 
population. The miner digs the gold— 
physicians get a little fur patching him 
up—lawyers considerable for helping 
him quarrel—and all the whole camivor- 
rous crowd of non-producers manage to 
get sufficient pickings to keep lmdv and 
soul together without manual labor. We 
have too many lawyers, too many doc¬ 
tors, printers, editors, loafers, See .—enough 
for ten years without an importation.— 

1 hey constitute a great warp, without 
sufficient tilling of industrious laboring 
men. But we arc digressing. How shall 
the market or demand be increased, so 
that farmers can readily sell that which 
they raise, and professional men get busi¬ 
ness and rewards, and mechanics full 
employment? Is it not by increasing the 
la* ilities for carrying on this great produc¬ 
tive interest, mining, thereby securing 
large accessions to this class of popula¬ 
tion ? Of others, we have enough, and 
more than enough. 

Mining will not lie prosperous until the 
introduction of water, and shall we, can 
wc, have a ditch?

ATLANTIC NEWS. 

By the arrival of the Mail Steamer we 
have received dates from New York to 
■March 5th, and are enabled to place be¬ 
fore our renders a brief summary of the 
news up to tti.it date. The centre of at¬ 
traction was, of course, the city of Wash¬ 
ington, and the principal topic, the Inau¬ 
guration of Mr. Buchanan, and the various 
festivities connected therewith. 

In t ongress considerable busim ss of 
importance had been transacted. The 
C ommittec appointed to examine into the 
charges of corruption against certain 
members of the House, reported in favor 
of the expulsion ot four of the number, 
viz: Messrs. Gilbert, Edwards, and Mat- 
teson ot New 1 oik, and Welch of Con¬ 
necticut. Edwards and Matteson, antic¬ 
ipating the action of the Committee, sent 
in their resignation. 

A new Tavifi bill reducing the revenue 
about $14,000,(1**0, lias been passed. 

Bills appropriating $13,000,000 for the 
Army; $12,0*10,000 for the Navy; $!,- 
5110,000 for Steam Mail Lin, <; $2,000,000 
fur fortifications; and $5,000,1*00 for civil 
service, have been passed. 

v memorial was presented for the es¬ 
tablishment of a new Mail route across 
the Isthmus of Tehauntcpce, which was 
referred to the Post Office Committee. 

The Senate has passed the bill to expe¬ 
dite the 1 eb graph to the Pacific, appro¬ 
priating $00,* mu per annum, for ten years, 
for the establishment of the line. 

The petition of twenty-two hundred of 
the “citizens of California,” for the ex¬ 
pulsion of Hon. P. T. Herbert, was laid 
on the table. Mr. Herbert remarked that 
as he was credibly informed the petition 
was got up by the Vigilance Committee, 
be looked upuii it as a compliment from 
that quarter. 

A bill authorizing the people ofMinncs- 
sota to form a Constitution and State 
Government, was passed. 

A new treaty has been formed with the 
Mexican Government—one of the features 
of which is a loan from the United States 
of $15,000,*" ’ i, out of which $4,000,000 
goes towards the liquidation of the claims 
of American citizens against Mexico. 

The number of office seekers at the 
Capitol at the last accounts, was past 
enumeration ; all of them, of course, in 
the expectation of receiving something in 
the shape of “spoils,” from big loaves 
down to the small crumbs which drop 
from the table of Executive patronage. 

The following gentlemen, it is said, will 
j compose the new Cabinet: 

Secretary of State—Lewis Cass, Michi¬ 
gan; Si cretary of the Treasury—Howell 
Cobb, Georgia; Secretary of War—John 
15. Floyd, Virginia ; Secretary of the Na¬ 
vy—Aaron V. Brown, Teiincssn ; Secre¬ 
tary of the Interior—Jacob Thompson, 
Mississippi; Postmaster General—J. < ilan- 
cey Junes, Pennsylvania; Attorney Gen¬ 
eral—Isaac Ti ucey, Connecticut. 

A fatal affray occurred at \\ a.shington 
on the 28th of February. At the Presi¬ 
dent's levee on the night of the 27th, Col. 
Lee, a clerk in the Pension Office, charg¬ 
ed Mr. I>a\id Hume of Alexandria, with 
picking his pooki t. On the next day Mr. 
Hume, ac.'empanied by Col. Walker 
Beading Clerk in the House of Kcprcsen- 
tatives, went to convince Lee of the error 
of his charge. The explanation was re¬ 
jected, Hume -truck Lee with a stick, and 
in return I.ec shot Hume dead, ilreat 
excitement prevailed at Washington. Lee 
was discharged from the Pension Office. 

The report of the death of Dr. Kane, 
the celebrated Arctic explorer, is con¬ 
firmed. 

The Grand Jury have found true bills 
indicting Eckel and Mrs. Cunningham for 
the murder of Dr. Burtlell. George V. 
Snodgrass gave bonds of sk.oU'l for his 
appearance as a witness. 

“ Bleeding Kansas ” is again the scene 
of violence and outrage. A difficulty has 
recently taken place there, caused by the 
refusal of Governor Geary to appoint a 
man by the name of Sherrod to the office 
of Sheri If. Sherrod was shot dead bv a 
friend of the Governor, and several oth¬ 
ers concerned in the atfair were wounded. 
Serious dillieulties were expected to grow 
out of it. A guard of U. S. soldiers had 
been placed about the residence of the 
Governor. 

Tiie Birial of P. S. Brooks.—T he 

body of the late Preston S. Brooks was 
buried at Kd ire field, S. C., on the 14th. 
It was attended to the grave by an im¬ 
mense concourse of people, with a military 
cortege, attended by music, We. The face 
was exhibited to the view of the people, 
and was slill perfectly natural and umlo- 
cayed. I lie I.Jgelield .L/re I'tiser says that 
“ thousands came to look for a moment 
upon the strong man stricken down by 
the hand of death in the mill career of his 
earthly exertions. Not the least affecting 
part of this scene was the* number of ser¬ 
vants who came crowding in, bv permis¬ 
sion, to see the face of the dead once more 
before it went down into the grave; 
among them a weeping old woman, who 
had nursed the deceased in his child¬ 
hood.” 

Movement to Henry Ci.av.— The Lex¬ 
ington Statesman says that the committee 
of gentlemen elected to determine on an 
appropriate design for the great national 
monument proposed to be erected to 
America’s great statesman, Henry Clay, 
at Lexington, will most probably conclude 
their labors in time to inaugurate the 
monument by laying the corner stone on 
the l*2th of April 1857 that being Mr. 
Clay's birth-day. 

A newspaper lately spoke of “ Mr. 
Broderick, the 'iv tr- 1 u ~c h for^ from Cali¬ 
fornia. I he editor, whose ehirograpliy 
must have been rather hard, had written 
“ new Senator.” —Boston Journal. 

A Canadian paper intimates that Hr. 
Lae, the Arctic traveler, is having con- 
stiucteil at the Kingston dockyard a 
schooner, in which he proposes to proceed 
m May next to the Arctic region in search 
of further evidence in regard to Sir John 
I ixi’.iklin’s expedition. 


The President’s Inaugural Address 

James Buchanan was inaugurated upon 
the 4th nf March, with the usual appro¬ 
priate and imposing ceremonies. His In¬ 
augural Addresswe* would give entire, but 
for its length, which preclude s the possi¬ 
bility of so doing, in the limited space we 
have to spare. 

1 he following arc the principal points 
of the address; 

Mr. Buchanan feels convinced, that he 
owes his election to the love that the peo¬ 
ple have for the- Constitution and the 
Union, and asks their further support iu 
maintaining these great bulwarks of liber¬ 
ty, ami constitutional freedom. 

Mr. Buchanan announces his determi¬ 
nation to never be a candidate for re-elec¬ 
tion, and therefore has no selfish motives 
in administering the government, except 
the patriotic one, of de.-erving of tin* peo¬ 
ple, upon his retirement, the plaudit of 
“ well done thou good and faithful ser¬ 
vant.” 

Mr. Buchanan approves of the Kansas- 
Nebra.-ka bill, and belt ves it is the ex¬ 
emplification of popular sovereignty.— 
The people of a territory, in firming tie ir 
constitution, whether allowing slavery or 
the contrary, should be free from all for¬ 
eign influence. This is the President's 
only allusion to the elforts of emigrant 
aid societies, and of slave extensionists in 
Kansas. 

Mr. Buchanan asserts that slavery in 
Sie States is beyond the reach of any 
power, except that of the State in which 
slavery exists, and expresses the hope 
that the agitation of this subject is ap¬ 
proaching its end, and that geographical 
parties will soon become extinct. Mr. 15. 
thinks, however, that the danger is not 
quite over yet. 

Mr. Buchanan speaks in strength and 
to the point, of the ine.- timable value ot 
the Union, and the necessity of ils pre¬ 
servation, and depicts with force the evils 
and terrible consequences of a dismem¬ 
berment of this Republic; the home and 
hope of freedom throughout the world. 

Mr. Buchanan says, “Our present 
financial condition is without a parallel in 
history.” '1 here is more* money on hand 
than he hardly knows what to do with; 
which is very embarrassing, and recom¬ 
mends that the treasury lie depleted, in a 
national way, by* inei. using the Navy, 
which, at present, is entirely inadequate 
for the protection of our vast commercial 
marine; also a reduction of the revenue 
is advised ; no more should he collected 
from the people than is sufficient to sup¬ 
port the government economically admin¬ 
istered. 

Mr. Buchanan thinks that it may he 
wise and proper to grant certain portions 
of the public lands for the improvement of 
the remainder, hut otir cardinal policy is 
to reserve these lands as much as possible 
for actual settlers. 

Mr. Buchanan says that foreign emtgra- 

tiou lins <1« jit; murh to pruinote tin- 

growth ami prosperity of the country.— 
Emigrants Lave proved faithful both in 
peace and in war, and after being natu¬ 
ralized, should bo plaei d upon perfect 
equality- with native born citizens. 

Mr. Buchanan helievi s in a strict con¬ 
struction of the powers of government; 
the exercise of doubtful powers lias been 
productive of evil. 

Also, the President is of opinion that 
the government has ] ower, and that it is 
a duty to build a military road to the Pa 
eifie coast. 

Mr. Buchanan speaks of other nations, 
in a spirit of ( lnistian benevolence. Our 
diplomacy should lie frank, asking no 
more, nor taking no less, than right \Ye 
should cherish a regard for tluir indepen¬ 
dence—not interfere with their domestic 
concerns—avoid ail entangling alliances 
—and if wc want land, buy it, as we 
have always done, and if the area of free¬ 
dom is extended in this n ay, it is nobody’s 
business in particular. 

New ’j EMri.it am e LeuisI.atiox.— 1 The 
Indiana Senate have passed to a second 
reading a hill providing that every person 
who shall desire t" indulge in the drinking 
of s] ii itoiis or malt liquors, shall procure 
a yearly licence or permit from the Clerk 
of the Court; the Clerk to keep a registry 
of all persons who may apply for permits. 
All tines for violations of the law to go to 
benevolent institutions; all persons who 
shall sell to persons who have no permis¬ 
sion to drink to be fined in heavy sums, 
itc. The reading of the bill u:m received 
with considerable mirth. The author of 
the bill defended it on the ground that 
men had to get licenses to sell goods, ped¬ 
dle wares, and by the bill of the Temper¬ 
ance Committee, to sell liquors. Single 
men had to procure license to gi t marri¬ 
ed, and he was in favor of making every 
man, who desired to drink liquor, carry a 
license or permit in his pocket, which lie 
would be obliged to show before obtain¬ 
ing any spiiitous or malt liquors as a bev¬ 
erage. —Boston Jo urn a l. 

Diabolical Mekder. —On Sunday last, 
on a small Island about one mile Smith nf 
Union City, a man was dicovered who had 
been brutally murdered a day- or two pre¬ 
vious. He was a Peruvian by birth, a 
hunter by occupation, and lived entirely 
alone on the Island. It is supposed that 
he had about $200*1 in gold in bis posses¬ 
sion when murdered, which cannot be 
found. The body was found in a Mtting 
position, with rope drawn tight around 
Ids neck, his arms firmly secured by- 
cords, and bruises on his head appear- 
ently inflicted liv heavy clubs. The resi¬ 
dents of the neighborhood arc greatly ex¬ 
cite*! by this affair, have held several 
meetings and examined two or three per¬ 
sons who were supposed to be implicated 
in the* transaction. A gentleman who ar¬ 
rived here yesterday- from Cnion Citv, in- 
forms us that as yet there is no cine of 
the murderer .—Morning Call.

NICARAGUA AFFAIRS, 

The accounts brought from Ni aragua, 
are very contradictory. The following 
from the Memoranda of the Sierra A tco¬ 
da. we take from the San Joaquin R>‘- 
jaililiean of the 29th: 

The important post of Fort Serapiquc 
was evacuated on the 14th tilt, by tiie 
Costa Ricans, after a strong resistance of 
three days, in favor of the American vol¬ 
unteers, arid it is generally- believed that 
by this time they are in possession of the 
entire river route, together with Fort San 
Carlos and the Lake. They had also suc¬ 
ceeded in capturing two more of the river 
steamers. 

Rivas is quiet. An unsucccs-ful attack 
was made on it by the combined force of 
the allies on tin* night of the 5th ; they 
were immediately dispers ’d by Gen. Ilen- 
ningsen s forces, and driven hack with 
great loss. (!en. 11. lo>t only one man. 
Rivas and the country generallv is pefect- 
lv healthy*. Sickness anil fevers are 
scarcely known. 

Much excitement prevailed in the camp 
of the allies, at San Jorge, owing to the 
withdrawal of the troops of the north in 
apparent disgust, leaving Costa Rica to 
her own resources. 

Gen. Canas, second in command of the 
Costa Rican forces, had been charged with 
an attempt to meet Gen. Walker in con¬ 
ference, nn board the English steamer F.sk 
or St. Mary's at San Juan, for which he 
had been arrested by the allies Generals. 
The idea of routing (ien. Walker from the 
country seems to have been abandoned 
for the present, and bis position, at this 
time, is infinitely bi tter than ever before. 
The army i.-, in excellent health, well 
clothed and pro\ isioned, and the best 
possible feeling exists, while Rivas still 
remains impregnable to any force that can 
be raised. The surrounding country is 
under the continual patrol of Gen. Walk¬ 
er's troops. 

The accounts brought by the J. I. Ste- 
I'luus, are of a very different complexion, 
and rcprcsi nt that Walker’s men are de¬ 
serting rapidly and accepting of the terms 
granted by the Costa Rican General, Mo¬ 
ra, of a free passage to the Atlantic States. 
Also, that Gen. Henningscn, and several 
other officers of Walker’s army, had 
thrown up their commissions. 

As both sides are interested in lying 
about the matter, we recommend our 
readers to “ split the difference.”
